Aug 1, all men born in 1960 and 1961 are 
required to register at their post office,

second weed for those born in 1961. 
In addition, registration day will 
“depend on one’s birth month. People 
born in January, February or: March 
will register on Monday; those born in 
‘AptilyMay or Jute will register on

be a makeup day. 

Starting my aateiaiy 1981, young men 
born in 1962 will register, and 
thereafter men will register when they 
turn eighteen, 

Gerald Rosenburg, supervisor at the 
Granite City Post Office whoihas been 
designated supervisor of the 
registration procedure said, ‘‘I expect 
everything to go very ‘smoothly. I first 


took some instruction and training on 
procedures and then met with the 
postmasters of Madison, Venice and 
Brooklyn and reviewed the program 
throughly with them. 

“*The local postmasters have, in turn, 
trained their window clerks. 

“The instructions on filling out the 
form, which is very-simple, are posted 
in the lobby. I would guess that a person 
following the instructions could be in 
and out of their local post offices in a 
matter of five minutes. The whole 
procedure should be very easy for 
everyone,” Rosenburg said. 


Registration is regarded as a simple 
process. The registrant will go to any 
U;S, ‘post - office...and _ fill,outw.a 
tration form with ‘his ‘namie; ‘ad- 
dress, telephone number, Social 
Security number, and date of birth. 

‘These cards will be sent to Internal 
Revenue Service centers for keypun- 
ching; then, the information will be 
entered into Selective Service System 
computers. ; 

Approximately 90 days after 
registration, each registrant will be 
mailed an acknowledgement letter,

Women graduate as apprentice Many job

“Thank God for July 3.”

It is quitting time and they 
have parked the procession 
of dozers and blades with 
tires taller than they are 
along the bluff at Southern 
Illinois _University at 
Edwardsville. 

‘One.more day and the only 
all-women training class of 
operating engineers in the 
nation will have graduated. 
‘The diploma is an apprentice 
card from Local 520 in 
Granite City that will put 
them in the drivre’s seat of a 
bulldozer or a scraper or any 
other piece of heavy 
equipment on a construction 

job. 


The pay is 85 percent of a 
journeyman’s wage — $11.41 
an hour after, the first of 

ugust. 

“They told us it couldn’t be 
done,” said instructor Ted 
Brown. 

The man who began his 
teaching three years ago. 
with the first apprentice 
class at the SIUE site for the 
local’s Joint Apprenticeship 
and Training Committee 
said the classes have always 
had more men than women 
because “‘they”’ said it had to 
be done that way. 

“This class proves it 
doesn’t,” he is conyinced.

Report suggests use of 
Dunbar as service center 


The Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan Area and 
Regional Plan Commission 

* has suggested that the 
Dunbar School, phased out of 
use by Madison School 
District 12, be used as a 
social service outreach 
center to serve the Madison- 
Venice area. 

‘The suggestion is made in 
astudy by SWIMAPC of the 
Dunbar School complex 
which notes that the annex is 
in such a deteriorated 
-condition that it should be 

°. demolished, The study was 
requested and is being paid 
for by the cities of Venice 

=: and Madison and the 
Madison School district. 

A summary section of the 
report, which is expected, to 
be discussed by the Madison 
Board ‘of Education in its 
next meeting, says: 


Based upon a preliminary 
investigation and survey of 
the physical condition of the 
Dunbar School Complex, the 
structure is in safe condition 
and if maintained will 
support other uses for many 
years. The annex, as 

~. previously stated is in such a 
deteriorated state that it 
. should be demolished. . 


Ifa building remains 
* vacant for any length of time 
‘the process of deterioration 
+ is accelerated. Non-use of 
the internal systems and 
utilities - causes these 
‘systems to, rapidly 
deteriorate. Vacant 
buildings are targets for 
vandalism. There is already 
some evidence of vandalism 
at the school. 


; A vacant school building is 
"a potential fire hazard and a 
potential danger to the 
surrounding neighborhood. 
* If the Dunbar School is to be 
recycled, it is crucial that 
the school district make a 
decision on the disposition of 
the facility immediately. 
Considering the location, 
* the needs of the residents in 
: the Madison-Venice area, 
and the necessity to locate an 
occupant for the school, the 
. Most feasible alternative is 


to recycle the facility into a 
social service outreach 
center. 

Many of the social service 
needs of the residents cannot 
be met, as’ there are no 
existing facilities within the 
communities. 

Recent attempts by the 
School District to sell the 
property have not proven 
successful. The location of 
the school prohibits any type 
of successful commercial 


use. 

Many school districts 
within Mlinois- have aban- 
dotied facilities in response. 
to declining enrollments. A 
survey of recycled schools in 
Illinois reveals that over half 
the recycled schools have 
remained under school 
district. ownership, and 
leased to other 
organizations. 

This allows school districts 
to reuse the schools at some 
future date in the event that 
enrollment increases. In the 
interim, the building is being 
used and maintained for a 
much-needed public service. 


‘The report indicates that 
abandonment of public 
school buildings ‘has become 
a serious problem for sehool 
districts, municipalities and 
the communities which are 
forced to accommodate and 
support these deteriorating 
structures. 

School . closures and 
resulting abandonments are 
a response to deelining 
enrollments. 

Current enrollment 
capacity in Madison County 
is 75,367 pupils while actual 
1979 enrollment was only 
52,795. 

Dunbar school complex 
consists of the original 
school building constructed 
in 1936 and consists of a full 
basement and two floors of 
classrooms and + an 
auditorium, 

The annex, built in 1946, is 
aseparate one-story building 
in the rear of the school. 

‘A one-story addition with 
full basement was added to 
the main school building in 
1966. 


Four potential us 
suggested in the study are: 
low-income housing, elderly 
housing, community service 
center and commercial. 

There has been interest 
from several sources, ‘in- 
cluding the Madison County 
Economic Opportunity 
Commission (EOC), the 
Granite City YMCA, and 
Urban League, to convert 
the Dunbar School complex 
into a multi-purpose. com- 
munity service center. 

Many scocial service 
agencies, according to the 
study, are scattered 
throughout Madison and St.

EOC has been leasing 
portions of the school for its 
headstart: program.

The programs would in- 
clude: Tree House Day Care, 
Weatherization, .

State's cash balance stable 


Comptroller Roland W. 
Burris said this week that 
the state ended the 1980 
fiscal year with an available 
balance of $483 million in the _ 
General Funds — technically 
the highest in history — 

$93 million of that 
amount has been transferred 
(on July 2) to the Pesonal 
Property Tax Replacement' 
Fund for eventual 
distribution to Illinois local 
governments. - 

The actual working 
balance as the state begins 
the new fiscal year is $390 
million, cushioned further by 
an additional $148 million in 
10 state special funds. 

“Had these funds been 
fully committed as the law 
provides, the state would 
have closed the 1980, fiscal 


year with $631 million in its 
General Funds,” Burris 
said, Governor James R. 
Thompson has disagreed 
with the comptroller’s view 
that the special funds should 
be transferred. 


Burris’ said that, in his 
opinion, ‘the public should 
be made aware of the sur- 
pluses in the 10 special funds 
to provide a more accurate 
picture of state finances and 
to avoid any impression that 
the state .is hoarding 
reserves,””

Immunizations 


aid students

Illinois Department 
of Public Health , 
The School Code of Tllinois 
requires that all students in 
all public, pMivate and 
parochial’ schools be» im- 
munized against , polio, 
diphtheria, tetanus, 
whooping cough, measles’ 
and rubella. 


All students also must ~ 


have physical examinations. 
"The only exceptions to these 
requirements may . be 
granted for medical or 
religious reasons. 


School authorities must- 


show, by Oct. 15, that at least 
80 percent of their pupils 
meet the vaccination and 
physical exam 
requirements. ,) 

Otherwise, the Nov. 22 
state aid payment to the 
school district will be 
reduced by 10 percent. Ten 
percent of each monthly 
payment thereafter will be 
withheld until the 

‘irements are met. 

Your children will be 
denied admission to classes 
if they do not have their 
immunization shots and 
physical exams, unless there 
is a medical or religious 
exception. 

If for some reason your 
child cannot complete the 


full series of immunization 
shots it will be necessary for 
you to submit to the school 
authorities a written 
statement, signed by.a 
physician, indicating the 
medical problem or: stating 
when the remaining shots 
will be given. 


If your. objection to the 


immunization and 
examination is based on 
religious grounds, your 
objection must be founded on 
a religious teaching or 
practice. A written, signed 
\statement detailing your 
objection must be presented 
to the school authorities. 

In many parts of the state, 
health departments provide 
immunization services and 
sbme also provide physical 
examinations. 


If you live inan area where 
there is no health depart- 
ment, contact the Illinois 
Department of Public 
Health, Division of Disease 
Control, 535 W. Jefferson, 
Springfield 62761. The 
department will see that the 
needed immunizations are 
made available to your child.

were selected for military service. 

Among these reforms were the 
abolition of a numberof deferment 
categories, a change in the order in 
which men were called, and the in- 
stitution of random selection, com- 
monly referred to as the lottery. 

In April 1970, President Richard 
Nixon issued an executive order 
prohibiting the granting of any new 
occupational, agricultural of paternity 
deferments. 

"The 1971 amendments to the Military 
Selective Service Act abolished new 
deferments for college students and 
apprentices. In all cases, persons who 
held such deferments before the change 
occurred were allowed to keep their 
deferments for as long as they con- 
tinued to qualify for them. 

A Selective Service spokesman 
comments, ‘‘Prior to the reforms, men 
were drafted oldest first in the order of 
their birthdays. Such a procedure 
resulted in a man facing up to seven 
years of uncertainty as to whether he 
would be drafted. 

“In an effort to minimize this un- 
certainty, the order in which men were 
drafted was reversed, Under the new 
procedures, a man was most likely to 
be drafted during the calendar year of 
his 20th birthday. 

“If he ‘was not drafted during that 
year, he moved into a second priority 
category and continued to drop into

He was 14 when Granite City 
won the championship. 

Now he lives in California, and 
‘has been away from his hometown 

| for most of the intervening years. 

Saturday night, though, gt least 
for a‘moment, he got to be 14 again.

Andy Eftimoff, the foward, 
dressed in a snappy yellow plaid, 
waved to the cheering crowd. 

Evon Parsaghian, the other 
foward, the joker of the bunch with. 
his ever-present cigar and his arm 
around his young escort, smiled as 
the cheers grew. 

On and on, each player receiving 
& huge ovation, until finally they 
introduced Andy Phillip. The 
captain. 

The crowd came to its feet and 
the ‘cheers swelled as the .1940 
Warriors were together again in 
front of a hometown crowd. 

One now lives in Florida. 

Another in California. One now 
hails from Chicago. A few remain 
in Granite City. It didn’t matter, 
though. Reunited, it’s like they 
were never apart. 
' They told about George Gages, 
the center. ‘He was the protec- 
tor,”” Hoff said as ducked behind 
him. 

“It's just that you could get away 
with more then. Up on the boards, 
and I’d give ’em a little UMPH,” 
‘Gages explained, demonstrating 
how he made use of his elbows. 

They told stories about how they 

« won using strategy — none of this 
run-and-gun stuff of today. 

“We'd set up our shots. We didn’t 


score much but we won,” the 
assistant coach Leonard Davis 
said. 

And everyone talked about Evon, . 
Especially Evon. 

“He would eat cherry pies and 
bananas a half hour before a game 
and wonder why he couldn’t run up 
and down the floor,”” someone said. 

“I was just hungry,” Evon an- 
swered. 

“You want to know how dirty 
Evon was?” someone else asked. 
“He played varsity ball for three 
years and never washed his 
uniform.” 


“Come on, you’re gonna give 
everyone the wrong idea about 
me,” Evon said. 

It went like that. Back and forth. 
Backslapping, hearty-laughing 
good time. 

Just like old times. 

“You know, we took some 
criticism at one time for having so

Captain Phillip

GRANITE CITY — Andy Phillip 
stood in the hot gym at the Lincoln 
Place Recreation Center. He 
looked around with a fondness in 
his eyes. He was looking at his 
home. 

Phillip, just like most of the rest 
of the 1940 Granite City High 
School basketball’ Warriors who 
won the ‘state championship, got 
his start in that gym in Lincoln 
Place. ‘“‘We did everything down 
here,’’ he said. “I think we may 
have spent more time in here than 
we did in our own homes.” 

Phillip should know. He was the 
leader of the pack back then. The 
Happy Warriors were a good team 
without Phillip. with him they were 
a great team. 

Andy Phillip was a rarity for 
those days. He went on’to college 
and then the National Basketball 
Association. ‘I was fortunate,” he 
said modestly. ‘There were a lot of 
guys who never got a chance to 
play any more ball because they 
had to go out and work or go right 
into the service. College 
scholarships for sports weren't 
given out as much as they are 
today.”” 

Phillip went to the University of 
Illinois and became the hub of the 
famous ‘‘Whiz Kids.”” As a 
sophomore, Phillip‘s team went to 
the NCAA National Tournament. 
They were “mythical champions” 
the next season. But they never got 
a chance to play. The Illini were 
broken up because of World War 
Two. ‘I was in the Marine Corps,” 
said Phillip. “And I was on Iwo 
Jima. We got back together again 
after the war and still had eligibilty 
left. But by then, it was too late.” 

From college, Phillip went on to 
the NBA. He played with Chicago 
and Fort Wayne. 

Trying to get Andy Phillip to 
brag is hard. Despite being one of 
the true stars of the game in the 
1940s and 1950s, you’d never know 
it. He played in the first five NBA 
All-Star games ever played. He 


looks back at ‘40 


probably would have played in 
seven, but there were no such 
contests his first two years in the 
league. He’s in the NBA Hall of 
Fame. 

He’s 


now a_ Supervising 


Probationary Officer for a county 
in California in charge of juveniles. 
“It’s a long trip bagk to Granite 
City,”’ he said. ‘‘But there are a lot 
of memories here for me. I try to 
get back as often as I can, but it’s 
hard.” 


The main reason Phillip would 
like to get home is that his parents: 
still live in Lincoln Place. 

Phillip praised the organizers of 
the Lincoln Place Reunion. “It’s 
really fantastic,” he said. ‘My 
older brother came back. Some of. 
the guys haven't seen each.other in 
30 or 40 years.” 

“A lot of water has gone under 
the bridge in 40 years,’’ he said. ‘I 
have a lot of memories about a lot 
of things. College, the NBA, the 
war. But I guess some of the best 
memories are right here in Lincoln 
Place. We were just like a family. 

“We were sort of considered to 
be the ‘other side of the tracks’ 
back then. In fact, Coach (Byron) 
Bozarth was just about the first. to 
come down here to look for 
players. We'd schedule games here 
against teams from out of the area. 
We got a game scheduled against - 
the high school varsity and 
whipped ’em. It wasn’t too long 
before WE were the varsity.” 

The Lincoln Place team used to 
play before standing-room-only 
crowds in the tiny gym. Later, they 
did the same at GCHS. 

When the Happy Warriors won 
the state championship, they made 
banner headlines all across the 
state, In papers in Chicago, 
Champaign, Peoria and in the 
Press-Record. But the members of 
the team say they really didn’t 
realize what they had done at the 
time. ‘“‘We came back, rode from 
the high school to Lincoln Place, 
got off the bus, held up the trophy, 
said a few words and that was it,” 
said Phillip, “I don’t think we knew - 
what we’d done until years later.”

Questions, answers on 
the July registration 


Q.. Who is required to 
register? 


A. Young men born in 1960 
and 1961. The only persons 
not required to register are 
nonimmigrant aliens (for 
example, members of 
epbaa te or trade missions 
and those on student or 
visitor’s visas), members of 
the active armed forces, and 
cadets or midshipmen at the 
service academies. All 
others are required to 
register. 

Q. Can someone else 
register for me, or can I pick 
up a registration form and 
mail it back later? 

A. No to both questions; 
you must register in person. 

Q. Who will carry out the 
registration? 

‘A. Employees of the U.S. 
Postal Service will carry out 
the registration, Selective 
Service will not be hiring 
additional people or opening 
up state and local offices. 

Q. I. will be out of the 
country during registration. 
What should I do? 

A. You should register at 
the nearest American em- 
bassy or consulate. 

‘Q. I heard that 19 and 20- 
year-olds will register this 
summer, but I will not turn 

“19 until this fall. Should I 
wait until my birthday to 
register? 

A. You should register this 
summer along with everyone 
else who was born in 1960 and 
1961. Your year of birth is the 
detemining factor, not your 
age when registration takes 
place. 

Q. ‘Why is the president 
calling only for registration 
of 19 and 20-year-olds, in- 
stead of everyone in the 
eligible 18-26 age group? 

A. Approximately two 
million men reach age 18 
each year. Registering only 
men. born in 1960 and 1961 
will provide a pool*of four 
million namés, a_ large 
enough group to meet the 
needs of the Defense 
Department if ar) emergency 
should occur. 

it should become 
necessary to increase the 
size of this pool, men born 
‘before 1960 who are not yet 26 
could be required to register. 
Also,,the sizeof the pool will 
increase as 18- year-olds 
begin to register each year, 

When all men ages 18-26 
are ‘registered, there would 
be a pool of 16 million men 
who could be subject to the 
draft in an emergency. 

Registering those who will 
soon pass draft age is not 
considered a prudent way to 
spend the taxpayers’ money. 
‘These men could be required 
to register ata later time if it 
should become necessary. 

Q. Because of my physical 
condition, I doubt that the 
armed forces would accept 
me. Do I have to register? 

A. Yes. Your physical 
‘condition has no bearing on 
the requirement to register. 

Q. Does a resumption of 
registration signal the end of 
the All-Volunteer Force? 

A. No, While there are 
some problems within the 
All-Volunteer Force (AVF), 
they do not add up to a 
“failure” of the concept. In 
calling for registration, the 
president at the same time 
reaffirmed his commitment 
to the AVF. 

The armed forces are 
considered capable, ready, 
and remain close to 
authorized strength with 
volunteers. 

‘The major concerns within 
the AVF are centered on 
retaining trained and ex- 
perienced personnel at mid- 
career, and not in attracting 
new recruits, 

Q. Then why do we need 
registration? 

4. When the AVF was 
jaunched, it was never 
inended that it would stand 
alone in time of emergency. 

Should a conflict break 
out, the armed forces would 
quickly be augmented by the

Reserves and ‘National 
Guard — and. ‘Selective 
Service would be brought out 
of ‘‘standby’’ ‘and begin 
sending inductees on to 
training bases to provide the 
next level of augmentation 
and combat replacement. 

In fact, in the design of the 
AVF, it’ was always con- 
templated that Selective 
Service would have ongoing 
registration. 


Q. Why not just’go ahead 
with the revitalization — so 
that* the System can be 
responsive in an emergency 
— but not register unless, 
and until, we need to actually 
begin drafting people? 

A. There are two reasons. 

One, we would be placing a 
great ‘deal of reliance upon 
an untested contingency plan 
— filled with general 
estimates, various 
assumptions and, naturally, 
accompanied by un- 
certainty. The president 
wants Selective Service 
brought on-line so that he 
does not have to rely on 
estimates and assumptions. 

The other reason involves 
ensuring fair and equitable 
treatment for all registrants 
in the event of mobilization. 

By having registration out 
of the way, some of the 
othewise unavoidable chaos 
and confusion will be 
eliminated and the ad- 
judiction of the claims for 
exemption or deferment can 
be handled ina more orderly 
manner. 


Q. If it makes. sense to 
register now, why shouldn’t 
‘we goahead and classify and 
examine? 

A. Classifying and 
examining . are expensive, 
time consuming, and subject 
to changing physical and 
personal circumstances. 

The prétess would have to 
be repeated at moilization. 

Little time would be saved 
by doing it! now, and the 
Armed Forces Examining 
and Entrance Stations will 
be fully prepared for ef- 
ficient action at a 
mobilization, 


. How long: after I 
register will it be before I am 
drafted? 

A. This is a call for 
registration only; it is not a 
return to the draft. 

Only Congress has the 
authority to reinstate the 
draft, and the president is 


not seeking that authority at 
this time. 
purpose of 
registration is to build a pool 
of names and addresses of 
those who could be called in 
a national emergency. 
Selective Service and the 
draft are still in “‘standby.” 


‘No one is being drafted, and- 


the military is still operating 
under the All-Volunteer 
Force. 

All that has happened is 
that Selective Service has 
substituted actual 
registration for a con- 
tingency plan. 

Q. Will I have the op- 
portunity to indicate my 
conscientious objection to 
war at the time I register? 

A. The determination of a 
person’s CO status is a part 
of the classification process 
and not of registration, No 
one is being clssified at this 
time. 

However, if you feel 
strongly. about this matter, 
you may write “CO” on your 
registration form. It will 
have no effect one way or the 
other — it does not invalidate 
your registration, nor does it 
give you a CO classification. 

The determination of a 
registrant's classification is 
made by the members of his 
local board. Because the 
local boards are not in an 
active status at this time, no 
action can be taken now on 
claims for conscientious 
objector status. 

Q. I am opposed to the 
whole idea of the draft, and. 
do not want to have anything 
to do. with it, 

A. Registration does not 
compromise an individual's 
Tight to seek a deferment or 
exemption from a draft, if a 
draft is ever needed. 

Registration is not a tacit 
approval of. government 
policy — acetime 
registration is intended only 
to improve overall military 
readiness, in the event of an 
emergency. 

Participation is an 
obligation of citizenship, not 
a political statement. 

Since failure to register is 
a felony violation of the law, 
with severe. potential 
penalties (up to five years in 
prison and-or,a $10,000 fine), 
the. govenment hopes that 
individuals avail themselves 
of other valid,’ legal and 
effective means of voicing 
protest should they feel the 
need to do so,

Moisture 
is vital for 
gardens here 


ByCHRISDOLL ° 
High temperatures, high 
humidity, heavy rains and 
occasional hail have caused 
a variety of problems in 
gardens. Some corrective 
measures may help, 
depending on the crop and 
problem. 
Organic mulches (straw, 


hay, etc.) offer some of the. 


best. protection against 
drouth, heat injury, and rain 
splash. 

Occasionally, plants on 
new. straw will suffer 
reflective sunburn. 
‘Weathered straw will not be 
a problem. 

Diseases thrive during 
warm, humid weather. Thus, 
bean, potato, tomato, pepper 
and vine crops may be 
protected by fungicidal 
Sprays. Areas with heavy 
rains may have already been 
infected and protective 
sprays will be needed for 
new foliage. 

A hail storm 
wounds in fruits and 
vegetables. Ideally, a 
fungicide spray should be 
papules as soon as possible 

lowing the hail injury to 
prevent rot organisms from 

wing. 

Wind-damaged plants may 
be pruned té remove broken 
branches. Leaning trees and 
plants should be 
straightened as ‘much as 
possible if breakage can be 
prevented, Otherwise, let 
them grow as is. 

Fruit trees that have a hole 
around the trunk should have 
the hole filled with soil or 
coarse sand to prevent; 
further wallowing. 

Most fruit and vegetable 
plants can withstand 100 
degree temperatures 
without injury if sufficient 
soil moisture is present for 
normal physiological 

‘ocesses. But either rainfall 
or irrigation is essential to 
get the plants through the 
heat of summer.

Despite an austerity atmosphere in the 
spring 1980. Illinois legislative session, “it 
>was a mighty good year’? for State Senator 
Sam Vadalabene and his constituents. 

‘An example is Thursday’s action by the 
Capital lopment Board releasing $11 
million for construction of the Southern 
Illinois University at Edwardsville multi- 

physical education building. 

“Senator Sam” has pursued the project 
<throughout his 14 years in the legislature. 
Plans and specifications are ready, and he 
now expects construction work to be 
started during 1980. Bids will be sought 


soon. 

{. The Edwardsville Democrat credits 
(Republican Governor James R. Thompson 
twith strong support of the proposal, and 
‘hopes to arrange for the appropriation bill 
+to be signed by the governor in a public 
ceremony at the site. 

SIUE, which began classes at its 2,600- 
acre campus in 1965, is the only public 
juniversity in Illinois lacking a gymnasium 
‘and related facilities. That is now being 
‘remedied, and completion of the structure 
lis likely in 1983. 

,[ Also spanning 14 years of legislative 
‘effort by Sen. Vadalabene is the plan to 
* Jeonstruct a memorial at the Lewis and 
‘Clark Historic Site, a park situated on the 
‘Mississippi River south of the Hartford 
(Cahokia) Canal here. The park is within 


sight of the Mississippi-Missouri River 
confluence and symbolizes the start of the 
long journey in which the two pioneers 
explored the northwestern United States. 

The General Assembly has just 
authorized $253,000 to erect a unique 
circular memorial at the site, and the 
Illinois Department of Conservation has 
given its approval for immediate funding. 
A construction start this year is considered 
a good possibility. 

Another major accomplishment for Sen. 
Vadalabene and other area legislators was 
the legislation enacted this year regarding 
public transportation service in Madison, 
St. Clair and Monroe counties. 

The way has been opened for the three 
county boards to create one to three transit 
districts; a % of 1 percent sales tax is the 
method by which funds can be raised to 
contract for needed and desired bus routes 
from the.Bi-State Development Agency. 

Continuation of state support of the 
transit system was secured for another six 
months at the temporary level of 3-32nds of 
state sales tax receipts. 

Once this region has become the last 
transit-served area in Illinois to provide a 
local-level contribution, funding at 2-32nds 
will become permanent, assuring an 
annual state payment of about $6 million to 
$7 million.

ona it this bill will 
exempt most workplaces 
from OSHA jons. 

One OSHA victory oc- 
‘curred recently when the 


ee Court ruled in the 
Whirlpool decision that 


workers have the right to 
refuse a life-threatening job 


without fear of company 
reprisal. 

This ruling upheld an 
OSHA regulation. Big 
business suffered a setback 
in this case, but still presses 
its drive against workers’ 
rights for a safe and healthy 


job. 

An example familiar to 
steelworkers in Granite City 
occurred recently when the 
company fired five maint- 
nance workers who asked 
not to be forced to perform 
work on an overhead crane 
which they felt to be unsafe. 

What the company seems 
to be saying to workers is 
that we may have con- 


tractual and legal rights, but 
don’t use them or we'll be 
fired. Anunexercised right is 
no right at all. 

Wherever corporations 
drive to take away hard-won 
workers’ rights, working 
people must band together to 
protect past victories. A 
good place to start is to 
defeat the Schweiker Bill. 
Write to your congressman 
and senators an ask for their 
support against this bill.

The 
American Red Cross in less 
than a year will celebrate its 
100th anniversary, it was 
noted by Gwenda O’Guin, 
executive director of the 
chapter.

Mulach, whose annual 
message noted that the local 
group is ‘‘an active chapter, 
deeply interested in playing 
its vital role in meeting this 
community’s needs. 

“Miss O’Guin and her 
secretary, Mrs. Dorothy 
Smith, do an outstanding job 
keeping up with the 
correspondence and any arid 
all emergencies that arise. It 
has been a difficult year, 
with many changes. Without 
the devotion and deter- 
mination of Miss O’Guin, our 


year could not have been as‘ 


rewarding to the many 
le we have served, 

“Our board has been 
active, interested and willing 
to assist in any way 
requested. Our chapter 
ranks right up with the best 
in anyone’s area,’ Mulach 
concluded. He is principal of 
Maryville Grade School. 

New officers besides Whitt 
are David Partney, vice- 
chairman, succeeding 
whitt; Mrs. Mildred 
Meehan, secretary, 
replacing Irene Kenner; and 
Roger Franck, treasurer, 
succeeding Fred Cun- 
ningham. 

Chairmen of services 
during the past year were: 
blood, Donald Kopp (Helen 
Barney co-chairman); 
disaster, Mrs. Winnie Sasyk 
(Clyde Myers co-chairman) ; 
service to military families, 
Mrs. Meehan; first-aid, Mrs. 
Maxine Duniphan; water 
safety,. Michael Jessee; and 
publicity, Edward Gonwa. 

Miss O’Guin related that 
around the world the Red 
Cross “has grown from a 
handful of dedicated people 
into a society of volunteers 
extending into 90 countries, 
with volunteers numbering 
more than 160 million men, 
women and young people. 

“This great society was 
conceived in the heart and 
conscience of Henri Dunant, 
a young Swiss who in 1859 
was traveling in Italy on a 
business and pleasure trip. 

“By chance he stayed at a 
villa-near Solferino not far 
from a battle being waged 
between the Austrian army 
and a coalition army of 
French and Sardinians. 
Unable to sleep because of 
an all-night artillery 
barrage, he arose early in 
the morning and set out for 
the battlefield. 

“On the plain of Lom- 
bardy, under a scorching 
sun, he looked down on 40,000 
wourte4 and dying men, 
helpless and alone. In a true 
spirit of brotherhood, he 
spent the next eight days 
caring for the hurt and 
dying, regardless of 
nationality. 


“He sustained and com- 
forted some in their agony, 
and moved others into 
churches and houses away 
from the sun. Long after he 
left, the haunting vision of 
the’ Lombardy plain strewn 
with. cot and wounded 
men, unattended, burned 
into. his conscience and 
heart. 

“The eight days changed 
his life. From those tortured 
thoughts ‘A Memory of 
Solferino’ was born, a book 
in which he pleaded with his 
contemporaries to form a 
special congress of nations 
with international principles 
on which Societies could give 
relief to the wounded of all 
nations. 

“His book captured the 
attention and concern of 
many world leaders and 
eventually led to the for- 
mation of the International 
Red Cross in the treaty of 
Geneva...in_.1864,’’.. Miss. 
O’Guin told the dinner 
gathering. 

“In 1881, the U. S. signed 
. the Geneva convention of the 
National Red Cross 
Association, and the 
American Red Cross was 
born. By the time of this 
signing, Clara Barton, then 
73 years old, had waged a 
“tireless 25-year war for 
recognition of the Red Cross 
idea. 

“The American Red Cross 
was born through the 
emotional and practical 
efforts of this dedicated 
woman, already ‘in- 
ternationally famous for her 
battlefield work in the Civil 
War. 

“The history of the Red 
Cross in America, though 
essentially the story of 
volunteers, is unique. 

“The organization’s basic 
authority is a Congressional 
charter by which the 
government of this nation 
charges it with specific 
responsibilities. The charter 
is law, and no other group in 
the U. S. is so chartered. 

“The people of this nation 
and this community have 
good reason to be proud of 
the American Red Cross. In 
its heart and being, it is 
ourselves. 

“Next to the symbol of 
Christianity, perhaps no 
other symbol has meant 
more to the human race in 
terms of social progress. It 
_may- be. difficult for 
Americans to understand the 
depth of anguish and despair 
of the multitudes of refugees 
and displaced persons 
throughout the Third World 
who have been helped in 
some way by the Red Cross. 

“Locally, ask the family 
with a loved one who needs 
blood and finds an im- 
mediate supply. Or ask those 
with a loved one in service 
who must be contacted in an 
emergency, or who needs 
“immediate counseling or 
financial assistance. 

“Or ask the person. whose 
life has been saved because 
some trained volunteer knew 
the proper first-aid 
procedures. Or ask families 
who have a child or loved one 
in our handicapped swim- 
ming or water safety 
programs. Or ask the many 
people who have received 
assistance with shelter, food 
or clothing when their homes 
have been devastated by 
fires or floods. 

“Or ask those who have 
required. and. received 
emergency motor tran- 
sportation to ‘hospitals and 
clinics. And on the in- 


ternational level, ask the 
prisoner of war, the refugee, 
the displaced person what 
the Red Cross means. The 
answer will be ‘Freedom, 
and a chance to live a richer 
and fuller life.’ 

“The volunteers in our Tri- 
City Chapter belong to the 
largest family of volunteers 
ever assembled on this 
planet. Without the volun- 
tary commitment on their 
part, there would be no 
service. And without service, 
there would be no Red Cross. 

“In our blood program, 
under the leadership of Don 
Kopp, Helen Barney, Louise 
Anderson, Jo Ann Barnett 
and a host of volunteer 
nyrses and workers, the good 
people in our community in 
1979 gave 2,362 units of blood. 
To all of you, I express for 
those who have benefited our 
deepest thanks. 

“To Joanne Higgins, 
director of our handicapped 
swimming program, and the 
many volunteers who have 
worked to make this such a 
success, our appreciation. 

“T received much help and 
wise counsel from_ the 
members of the board. There 
have been rough times but 
the rewards have been worth 
the effort, Jack Mulach has 
been the greatest—always 
there when needed. To our 
volunteer. drivers, Cleveland 
Cox, Clyde Myers, Mildred 
Meehan, Ray Hilker, John 
Baker, Bill Golden. Chester 
Dean and Bernard Boston, go 
the thanks of those they have 
served with devotion and 
care. Our drivers last year 
made 1,406 trips to clinics 
and hospitals. 

“They put in many hours, 


which sometimes start as 
early as 5:45 a.m. and extend 
well past the dinner hour. 
Their kindness to those who 
are sick exemplifies the 
words of the Lord, ‘When you 
have done it unto the least of 
these, you have done it unto 
Me.’ i 

“Secretary Dorothy Smith 
makes it all run smoothly. 
New volunteers who have 
helped us include Delores 
Boston and Wendell Tackett. 

“First-aid instructor and’ 
then chairman for many 
years, Maxine Duniphan is 
second to none. Thanks to 
her and the. many in- 
structors, last year 1,043 
first-aid and car- 
diopulmonary resuscitation 
certifies were issued. This 
literally involved hundreds 
and hundreds of volunteer 
manhours.“ 

Awards were announced 
by “Mrs. Duniphan, and 
prayers were offered by the 
Rev. C. Dale Edwards of the 
First Assembly of God 
Church. 

Reports showed 620 cases 
and 1,040 services involving: 
military families, 14 disaster, 
welfare inquiries and 53 
information reports.

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Seek more control of use 
‘permits in new zoning bill

Sweeping changes of the zoning laws 
for Granite City, including careful 

_ Controls of special use permits, were 
Proposed as the Granite City Plan 
Commission studied a draft copy of a 
Proposed. new zoning ordinance 
Thursday afternoon. 

The 67-page draft ordinance suggests 
nine zoning categories and Tom Wobbe, 
senior planner for the Southwestern 
Mlinois Metropolitan Area and Regional 
Pla Commission (SWIMARPC), 
siggested that the city consider 
reducing that number to eight, by 
combining the C-1 and C-2 commercial 
categories. “I believe if you drove an 
‘average person through a C-1 area and 
then through a C-2 area, he would not be 
bbls to tell the differences,” Wobbe 
said, 

“The proposed ordinance contains five 
residential zoning categories, two 
commercial categories, one business 
category and one manufactuting 
category. 

Plan Commission members said they 
feel theré should be more commercial 
classifications, not less. They 
suggested perhaps seven to 10 zoning 
categories for commercial businesses, 
to avoid a situation in which C-1 com- 
mercial zoning was granted for a 
confectionery and years later, the same 
zoning was used for a service station, 
tavern or restaurant on the lot. 

“We want it clearly spelled out in the 
goning ordinance that if we grant 
zoning for a neighbdérhood con- 
fectionery, they cannot turn around and 
put a tavern in there,” Dave Morgan, 
chairman of the Plan Commission, told 
the Press-Record after the meeting. 

The Plan Commission and city 
council avoided rezoning lots com- 
mercial for many businesses by issuing 
special use permits, allowing only. one 
businessman to. operate only the 
stipulated business on the property. 
‘When the business closed, the property 
automatically reverted back to its 
previous residential zoning, according 
to Morgan. 

However, the program of granting of 
special use permits solely on the 
judgment of the Plan Commission or 
city council drew frequent. criticism 
from those who disagreed with the 
judgments, 

Morgan requested that a new zoning 
ordinance be prepared eliminating

single-family 


special use permits and “grouping 
commercial categories which com- 
plement each other.’’ 

Commission Member Henry Gabriel 
suggested that all ‘neighborhood 
service” businesses, such as con- 
fectionaries, barber shops, beauty 
shops and other businesses people 
normally do not mind. having in a 
residential neighborhood, be lumped 
into one commerical zoning category. 

Then other types of commercial 
enterprises could be lumped into 
compatable categories, so if someone 
changed from one business to another 
allowed under the same zoning 
categoty, it would not be objectionable 
to the, neighbors, the commission 
members agreed. 

‘Two innovations in the new ordinance 
which met with the approval of the 
commission are .the provisions. for 
“home occupations” and “planned unit 
developments. 

HOME OCCUPATIONS 

Small businesses in homes can be 
approved in all residential zoning 
categories, with the exception of areas 
zoned R-5 for multi-family dwellings. 
However, they must meet certain 
specifications before a special use 
permit.can be granted. 

No more than one persons unrelated 
to the family residing on the premises 
may be employed, The business may 
not exceed 25 percent of the floor space 
of the dwelling and the appearance of 
the building must remain residential. 

Outdoor storage of equipment or 
material is prohibited and the business 
may not cause offensive . noise, 
vibration, smoke, dust, odors, heat, 
glare or electrical interference 
noticeable beyong the lot lines. Parking 
also is to be controlled under the 
proposed ordinance. 

PLANNED UNIT GROWTH 

A developer who is planning to 
develop an area with an combination of 
residential, business or manufacturing 
uses may ‘“‘throw out the book’ on 
zoning requirements in creating his site 


plan. 

The Plan Commission and the City 
Council then may consider the entire 
planned development, as a whole, for 
approval or disapproval. 

Wobbe said the planned unit 
development permit idea has proven 
very successful in several com- 
munities, since in enables developers to 
‘cut through the mass of “red tape” in

zoning if they want to “try something 
different.” ‘ 

Buildings can be set at angles close to 
property lines, commercial structures 
can blend closely with residential units 
and “new concepts” in laying out 
complete developments can. be tried, 
using the planned unit development 
provision. 

When the entire development is 
planned, the city has the_.option of 
granting a planned unit development 
permit and the developer then is bound 
to follow the plan in constructing the 
development, Wobbe explained. The 
overall average density of population to 
space in such a development may not 
exceed the density of the usual zoning 
district limit, he added. 

‘Another bonus of the planned use 
development is that developers can 


take advantage of natural topography, . 


scenic features, large trees and historic 
structures, and build around them, 
without seeking variances in set-back 
requirements, lot size requirements 
and other zoning demands, he said. 

Planned use developments will be 
allowed in all zoning categories, ac- 
cording to the proposed ordinance. 

Public hearings before the Plan 
Commission will be required before any 
special use permit is issued for planned 
unit developments or home oc- 
cupations. 


Morgan said he has discovered 
several problems in the proposed 
zonign ordinance in one quick reading. 
Among the exclusions, for which no 
zoning category has been provided, are 
taverns, car washes, auto body shops 
and furniture and appliance stores. 


He also expressed a concern that the 
zoning ordinance, if adopted, will not 
resolve the situation where the Granite 
City Council can overrule the Plan 
Commission on many. matters,: par- 
ticularly on home occupations. 


“We grant these requests according 
to the new ordinance and then 40 or 50 
objectors come before the city council, 
the council turns the requests down, 
because objectors are voters,’ Morgan 
summarized. 


Wobee responded, ‘‘Home_ oc-, 
cupations have always.been a difficult 
problem, but communities using this 
ordinance» have found it workable. 
Anytime politics comes in, you are not 
going to have a perfect situation.”
